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How to Grow “Dingee Roses’ 
Where To Plant 


It is of utmost importance that sufficient time and 
care is given to the planning of a rose garden before 
ordering the plants. This is true for both formal and 
informal gardens, and even though it is possible to 
have only one small bed, the selection of varieties to 
fill that bed must be done with the aim of having 
roses that will be best adapted for the purpose in 
view. If the object is to have a rose garden, or if it 
is merely to beautify the lawn, the main end is to 
have a harmonious and pleasing effect from the 
planting as a whole. This end cannot be attained 
by indiscriminate planting, but by painstaking 
planning before any plants are set into the ground. 

No enthusiastic rose grower—and every rose grower 
becomes enthusiastic over the beautiful blooms he 
gathers all summer long—is ever satisfied with his 
garden. The garden he has is only the beginning of 
a larger garden. Therefore, when you start a rose 
garden make your plan sufficiently elastic so that 
growth which is bound to come can be cared for and 
your whole garden develop along symmetrical lines. 

Select a place that is well drained or provide drain- 
age with a tile drain and by stones, broken pots, 
cinders, etc., in the bottom of the bed. Protection 
by trees, hedges, etc., from the north and west winds 
is desirable. It should not be where trees roots are 
so thick as to starve the roses. It should have at 
least two-thirds of the day’s sun though some shade 
is desirable. 

The very best soil for roses is a rich clay loam but 
any good garden soil will grow good roses if fertilized, 
drained and cultivated. 

It is true in rose growing, as in raising children, that 
the best results come if the greatest pains are taken. 
Roses need plenty of sunshine and not too much water, 
and they must have food to produce their beautiful 
blooms. They cught to be planted with a foot and a 
half or so of ground each way and in beds narrow 
enough so that one can cut the blooms without being 
entangled in 
the briars. 
If, however, 
too much 
food or ferti- 
lizer is given 
roses, the 
roots will not 
erow so well 
nor be so 
strong as if 
a moderate 
amount of 
fertilizer is 
used. 


Preparation 


If the location where you 
wish to plant them is moder- 
ately drained or water does 
not stand for days, or dig a 
small hole 12 inches deep and 
fill with water, if the water

made as follows: 

Dig the bed about 20 
inches deep. A good plan 
is to put the top spadeful 
of soil on one side of the Fig. 1 
bed and the bottom spadeful on the other. For the 
bottom of the bed put in drainage material if neces- 
sary. Replace the top soil to the bottom of the bed 
and the lower soil to the top of the bed. While re- 
placing mix In one-third well rotted cow manure. If 
you cannot possibly get cow manure, bone meal at 
the rate of 2 ibs. to the square yard is good. Use 
other manure or fertilizers carefully as they are apt 
to burn the roots. Manure and fertilizers must be 
well mixed in the soil. Work the soil fine and tramp 
it down very firmly. Have the surface of the bed 
an inch above the surrounding soil. 


Planting 


Plant the roses just as soon as possible. THE 
ROOTS MUST BE KEPT COVERED AND 
DAMP. Bury them in a trench and cover the tops 
with straw or burlap if you cannot plant at once. 
DRY ROOTS ARE DEAD ROOTS. 

The roses are properly pruned when sent and need 
no further pruning at planting time. 

If the plants are dormant, dig a large hole so you 
can spread the roots in all directions. Plant (where 
top and roots are joined, see Fig. 1), about two inches 
below the surface. Use your fingers and work the 
soil around every root and tramp till all is very 
solid. (See Fig. 3). But if you receive potted plants, 
plant them with the soil left on the roots as received. 
Soak the bed thoroughly. Then heap loose soil about 
6 inches above ground level (see Fig. 1) te protect 
from the sun and wind and leave till the roses start 
to grow; then level it off. 

Plant Teas and Hybrid Teas from 12 to 16 inches 
apart, Hybrid Perpetuals, 214 to 3 feet and Climbers 
about 6 feet apart. 


Cultivation 


Cultivate top soil about 2 inches deep every week 
or after every hard rain. Do not cultivate when 
wet. This may be discontinued after the blooms 
come, when a good mulching of Peat Moss (offered 
elsewhere on the circular), cow manure, tobacco 
stems, buckwheat hulls, are left around the bushes 
the balance of the season. In dry weather water 
thoroughly at least once a week, and in the morning. 


Fertilizing 
Roses appreciate plenty of good food. 


This is a question we are frequently requested to 
answer. Cow manure is generally preferred, and can 
be used in fresh condition. Horse manure when new 
is very heating and should not be used while in this 
condition, except as a winter mulch. Hog, sheep and 
chicken manure are also very helpful. The last two, 
however, should be used sparingly. Ground bone is 
beneficial, but should be secured as fine as possible, 
and it should be used sparingly. The best method is 
sprinkling a portion over the bed until the ground is 
entirely covered, then with the use of a fork it can be 
dug into the soil and thoroughly mixed. Air slaked 
lime is also beneficial, about a cupful to a plant 
scattered on the surface in early spring and mid- 
summer. A mulching of cow stable manure is very 
beneficial during the growing season. It helps to 
retain the moisture during the dry season, as well as 
a food for the roots. 

Soak animal manure in water and pour it on every 
two weeks. Or use our D. & C. Rose Fertilizer which 
is our own tried and tested formula—use as per 
directions. If bushes are mulched with cow manure 
they will not need much else but if other material is 
used they will need feeding. Stimu-plant ‘Tablets 
are a scientific compound ‘and most convenient to 
use. Never use any fertilizer after August 25th for 
the plants must get in condition for winter. 


Winter Protection 


The protection needed varies according to the 
climate and varieties of roses. After a few hard 
frosts have stopped the growth throw up a mound 
of earth about a foot high around the plant. (See 
Fig. 2.) In cold sections after the ground has frozen 
put straw or other coarse litter in between the mounds 
built up around each plant. The tops of the bushes 
sticking out above mounds may be covered with 
evergreen boughs. Do not remove this covering until 
spring has come to stay and remove gradually. 


Insects and Diseases 


For insects of all kinds we recommend “Evergreen” 
a new spray which will kill all types of insects. Use 
regularly according to directions. Sulpho-Tobacco 
Soap is a very good remedy for green plant lice. 
Use all sprays in a sprayer which throws a fine mist 
such as the Auto Spray. 

The two principal rose diseases are black spot and 
mildew. Black spot is indicated by a round black 
spot on the leaf which soon dies and falls off. Mildew 
shows itself as a white powder on the leaf which 
causes it to crinkle and curl. If Black Spot is neg- 
lected it is apt to kill all the leaves on the bush. 
But the protection is simple and the same for both of

Prunin g 


As soon as the winter covering is removed, first 
cut away all weak stems and leave three or four of 
the strongest. (See Fig. 2.) Prune these down to 
at least six inches high with the Hybrid Teas as 
indicated by the heavy black marks shown in Fig. 2. 
Hybrid Perpetuals or the June Roses do not need as 
close pruning. Bushes that are 2 to 4 feet in height 
should be cut back about 1-2 or 2-3 of their growth. 
The Polyantha and Baby Ramblers need just the 
tips cut. Climbing Roses should be pruned after 
blooming, cutting Fike all shoots one allow the new 
ones to develop and to train. (Fig. Keep all weak 
lower side stems cut away eaetaa the season. 
When several buds appear on one stem the smaller 
buds may be pinched off to make one fine large rose. 

When cutting roses for the bouquet, take long stems 
but leave two lower leaves of the stem on the bush. 
From these eyes will come two more roses. Use a 
sharp knife or scissors and cut just above the eye. 


Selection of Roses Important 


a ee 

One of the most difficult problems that presents 
itself to the amateur about to start a rose garden, is 
the very first that he has to solve, the selection of 
the best varieties of roses for the purpose for which 
he intends them. The success he will have with his 
roses depends very largely on intelligent selection of 
adaptable varieties. 

Reliable rose growing firms in this country offer 
upwards of 500 varieties of roses, each of them have 
some particular merit for varying the taste and matter 
of selection is really one that should be 
left to the purchaser. Many of our cus- 
tomers grow 100 or more different kinds 
and they find exquisite beauty in each. 
At the modest price asked for them any 
one can enjoy many sorts. Of course, 
such characteristics as the kind of 
erowth the plant will make, whether it 
is a bush rose or a climber, a dwarf or a 
rambler, are given in the catalogs of the 
rose growers. A catalog is necessarily 
limited to giving such information. We 
will not attempt to take up each variety 
that is offered and give the peculiarities 
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of each, but we will give brief, concise and reliable 
information concerning the characteristics of each 
class of roses. 

The characteristics of roses as regards hardiness and 
soil are more or less uniform, as for instance the Hybrid 
Perpetuals are in general hardier than the Hybrid Teas 
or the Teas. It must be remembered, however, that 
there are exceptions. Sometimes a rose has peculiarities 
of its own and differs from other roses of its class. 
Thus we may find a Tea rose which is better able to 
withstand cold winters and summers of short duration, 
than a Hybrid Perpetual. Then, too, a great deal 
depends upon the care and attention given roses. A 
Tea may grow better under extreme conditigns than 
a Hybrid Perpetual because the one is given better 
protection than the other. There are no hard and 
fast rules. There is no royal road to growing roses 
successfully. A great part of the amateur’s success 
depends upon experience. 

The varieties we have selected in each class are 
those which seem to be the most popular and which 
have proved to be very satisfactory as regards beauty 
of bloom, strength of growth and other qualities 
which the amateur requires. We refrain from de- 
scribing certain varieties which have not been 
thoroughly tested, nor will we give kinds which, 
although very popular, and perhaps winners of gold 
medals, have not proved themselves successful in the 
hands of the average amateur. This is not written 
for the professional tester, nor the wealthy rose lover 
who is able to pay some one else to care for his roses, 
but for the amateur who wishes to grow roses under 
the care of his own hands and who wants, therefore, 
roses which will do well with the attention his in- 
experience or his means or his time will permit. The 
roses described, then, are those that have proved 
successful with the average amateur, and are standard 
varieties obtainable from any reliable rose firm. 
After one has had a few years’ experience he can ex- 
periment with the new and expensive kinds that are 
difficult to grow. 

It should be mentioned that should one attempt 
to grow certain of the sorts described and they fail 
to turn out in accordance with the description, do 
not harshly condemn the grower from whom he 
purchased the plants. The conditions under which 
the rose is grown affects to a great extent the color 
of the bloom and the type of growth. A J. B. Clark 
in the writer’s garden was a deep crimson last summer, 
but this summer it was a very light pink, so different 
from what it was last year that one would not recog- 
nize it as the same rose. Last summer was somewhat 
cold and very damp. This year we had warm, dry 
weather, and the two extremes determined the 
character of the bloom. We have noticed Frau Karl 
Druschki, the pure white variety, bloom a pale pink 
instead of white. 


The Tea Roses 


These are the basis of the everblooming class of 
roses, having been imported from China into England 
in the early part of the 19th century. They are the 
ones known as the Everbloomers. Hardy enough to 
stand the winters of the North as far as Boston with 
some slight protection, they need no protection from 
Washington south. Their growth is somewhat less 
upright and vigorous than the Hybrid Teas but out- 
rank all classes as to their blooming qualities. The 
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form of flowers varies somewhat from single to 
double, usually very beautiful and fragrant. 

Among the Teas we find the following as the 
leading varieties: 

Charles Dingee, William R. Smith, Lady Hilling- 
don, Alexander Hill Gray, Souy. de Pierre Notting, 
Etoile de Lyon, Freiherr Von Marshall, Madame 
Francisca Kruger, Marie Guillot, Mrs. B. R. Cant, 
Pink Maman Cochet, White Maman Cochet. 

We only mention these as having outstanding 
qualities, but any others of this class offered in Our 
New Guide to Rose Culture will be found almost as 
good and can be depended upon to give good results. 
Growth of this class from 2 to 3 feet as a rule. 


Hybrid Teas 


The most popular type of rose in this country today 
is the Hybrid Tea. Hardy in almost all sections of 
this country and Canada. Sometimes a plant will be 
winter-killed but rarely, if given a little protection. 
They produce the finest blooms of all classes. Buds 
handsome and usually long pointed, opening into 
magnificent blooms, varying from semi-double to full 
double. Produced usually on long stiff stems and 
singly. Fragrance usually predominates, more in 
some than others. Foliage heavy and seems to resist 
mildew and black spot. Bloom almost as freely as 
the Teas. These are the ones sometimes called 
monthly roses. They can be planted as desired, in 
beds of any shape, in rows or as single specimens on 
the lawn or garden. Growth on an average varies 
from 3 to 4 feet but can be kept less by pruning 
frequently. Make magnificent hedges if all one kind 
is used. 

This class has become the most used for winter 
forcing. ‘They are also the best for cutting from 
outdoor plants during the summer. 

Among the leading sorts are such as Garden Gem, 
Crimson Beauty, Gaiety, Rose Hill, Talisman, Joanna 
Hill, Briarcliff, Radiance, one of the leaders, Red 
Radiance, Columbia, Silver Columbia, Duchess of 
Wellington, Francis Scott Key, Rhea Reid, Mme.

This class is extremely well adapted for hedges, 
growing as they do to a height of 4 to 5 feet. Very 
hardy and need very little attention except pruning. 


Rugosas 


The Rugosas offered in our catalog are not to be 
compared to the old Rugosa Rubra and Alba varieties 
used so extensively as hedges They bloom only once 
a year as does the June Rose, but the newer sorts are 
almost everblooming and produce handsome double 
blooms.

The Ramblers, such as the old variety of Crimson 
Rambler, produce many small blooms in heavy clus- 
ters, while the climbing roses produce larger blooms 
and fewer on the stem. 

The Climbers are not so susceptible to mildew and 
disease as the Ramblers, therefore much to be pre- 
ferred. Some of the Hardy Climbers resemble the 
Ramblers so closely that any one wanting them will 
find a great improvement in such Climbers as Excelsa, 
Lady Gay, Newport Fairy, Hiawatha. 

Climbing Roses should all have some support such 
as a pergola or arch. A wire fence where convenient 
may be utilized with splendid effect. ‘They also make 
a good hedge using Excelsa, Newport Fairy, Tausend- 
schon, Dorothy Perkins, Keystone, or Aunt Harriett. 

For pillars, roses like Paul’s Scarlet, Birdie Blye, 
Dr. Huey, Mary Lovett, Climbing American Beauty 
are good. They may also be used as individual speci- 
mens by pruning to a shape and size desired. For 
good climbing roses for use anywhere: Dorothy Per- 
kins, Climbing American Beauty, Christine Wright, 
Mary Wallace, Jean Girin, Dr. Van Fleet, American 
Pillar, Silver Moon, Tausendschon, Northern Light. 

Where less growth and more bloom is desired we

Thrips, 
red spider and mealy bug are easily prevented by a prop- 
erly moistened atmosphere, also by spraying of foliage once 
a week with tobacco water, madein the consistency of weak 
tea, and increased or diminished in strength as occasion 
demands.

HOW TO GROW CHR YSANTHEMUMS 
BY AN AMATEUR 

I am glad to give you all the information I can in regard to 
the methods employed in growing my Chrysanthemums. I 
am an amateur and have gotten splendid results, as the 
photograph I send will show, and this without the aid of a 
greenhouse. I hope that the information I can give will 
prove valuable to others in cultivating Chrysanthemums, the 
loveliest flower that I know of, and one that gives greater 
reward for pains taken in its culture than any other. 

Procure strong plants from reliable florists in the spring. 
Put them in 3- or 4-inch pots at first, in good, rich soil and 
plunge the pots in the ground, or dig a trench and set the pots 
in it, fillmg in around with coal ashes. This keeps the worms 
out of the pots and keeps the roots nice and cool. Chrysanthe- 
mums require lots of water and should never be allowed to 
become dry. Early morning is the best time to water. Water 
and shower thoroughly, as one good watering is worth half a 
dozen if only half done. Repot the plants about twice, first in 
a 6-inch pot and last in an 8-inch pot. Make the soil a little 
richer each time the plants are repotted. The plants can also 
be mulched with manure, which answers the double purpose 
of keeping the roots cool and moist and also furnishes food 
for the plant. Assoon as the buds form in the fall it is better 
to add a little manure water when sprinkling, weak at first, 
but gradually adding more, increasing the watering until it 
can be used every day. For insects, such as black Aphis, use 
tobacce dust. If large flowers are desired, pinch off all buds 
and allow only afew to bloom. If a big single flower is de- 
sired, pinch off all the side branches, allowing only the crown 
bud tobloom. After the frosty nights come in the fall the pots 
are taken in the house and kept in a cool room where the 
flowers will develop and remain nice for a long time. 

They may be planted directly in the ground and treated 
the same way, or they can be left to grow in the natural way 
and they will produce hundreds of small blooms. These are 
hardy and can be left out in the open ground.
